Advices 
from the Niſaa Novogrod fay, that the Czar bad 
left that Place and was continuing his V yage on 
the Volga towards Cazan, in order for Aftracan. 
The Anniverfary of the Czat's Hirth was celebrated 
Bere on the oth Inftant, on which Occafion the 
young Princefles gave a magaificent Entértain- 
ment to all the foreign Minfters. Their Royal 
Highneffes and Prince Meozikoff fet out To-mor- 
row for Petersboutg, whither the Commiſſionets for 
Trade will likewiſe return at the End of next 
Week. The Turkifh Aga is gone from hence 
on his return to Conftantinople. 
Malta, eae 11. The Grand Maſter continue 
dangerovily ill, 'tis believed his Inteftince ste 
gangreen’d an able Surgeon, whofe Remedies 
are ſaid to be helpful in that Diftemper, is ex- 
pefted from Rome, fent by Cardinal Zondon- 
dardi, the Grand Maſter' Brother. A Body of 
3000 Troops are to be pofted in three Detach- 
mente, one at Georgio, one at Marfa-Siruvo, and 
another at Cala; which are the three moft ex 
poſed Places on this Iſland where the Torke 
may attempt a Defcent.
